THE KL7AA REPEATERS sponsored 
by the club are on 146.94 (at minus 
600), 224.94 (-1.600) and 444.7 
(+5.000). The 146.94 repeater located 
near Flattop Mt. and the remote receiver 
at Government Hill use either 100 or 
141.3 hz tones for access. The West 
Anchorage remote receiver uses only 
100 hz tones. The 125m and the 70 
cm repeaters located near Flat Top Mt. 
do not require tone for access at this 
time. The AARC sponsored repeater at 
Mt. Alyeska, 146.76 (-.600), is equipped 
with the 141.3 hz tone, but does not 
require it for access at this time. 


The repeater trustee is William Reiter, 
KL7ITI. Doug Dickinson, KL7IKX, is 
chairman of the VHF/UHF committee.

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July Minutes

The general meeting of the AARC 
was held on the Ist of July, 1994. 
The meeting was called to order 
by our newly elected President, 
Rob Wilson, ALTKK. 
Introductions were made. 


Lillian Marvin, NL7DL, stated 
that she needed more hams to 
assist with the Shaker 4 
Earthquake drill. Volunteers 
were asked to sign up with Lil 
during the meeting. 


John Lawson, NL7NC, our 
Treasurer, says that we have 
about $33,000 in the gaming 
account and $10,000 in the 
checking account. Our 1991 
Form 990 is complete. The 1992 
taxes should be ready sometime 
in July. 


Due to downsizing at ARCO, our 
Packet Bulletins will come via 
KL7GNG in Fairbanks and via an 
internet link in Anchorage called 
Internet Alaska, Inc. The link 
will cost the club $45.00 per 
month. 


The AARC will receive two (2) ten 
foot long by six foot wide trailers 
from the Civil Air Patrol. AL7GS, 
Howard Hornsby, has agreed to 
become custodian of at least one 
trailer. Rick Marvin, KL7YF, 
made a motion that the AARC 
spend up to $3,000 to outfit both 
trailers to be ready to accept radio 
gear. The purpose of these 
trailers is to have a ready means 
of a portable station. The motion 
was seconded by Simon Caraway, 
NL7VR. Motion was passed. 


The AARC is need of two hot 
backup repeaters. One for the 
147.30/.90 (KL7ION) machine up 
on Site Summit, and one for the 
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146.94/.34  (KL7AA) machine 
near Glen Alps. The cost for each 
new repeater would be not more 
than $5,500. The original idea 
was to have the hot standby 
repeater for 146.94/.34 in place 
this year and 147.30/.90 in place 
by next Fall (1995). 


The motion was made by Rick 
Marvin, KL7YF, and seconded by 
KL7GBC. Richard Mote, 
AL7MO, asked if parts of the 
.94/.34 repeater could be rebuilt. 


Our Treasurer, NL7NC, John 
Lawson, reminded the members 
that we need to keep about 
$10,000 in reserve, and we need 
not spend all the gaming funds 
now. 


The general agreement that the 
147.30/.90 (KL7ION) repeater is 
the Civil Defense repeater for 
Anchorage and _ surrounding 
areas and in great need of some 
TLC. The final motion was to 
have a hot standby repeater put 
up at the 147.30/.90 site this year. 
Motion made by NL7NC, John 
Lawson, and_ seconded by 
KL7GBC. Motion passed. 


The subject of revisions to the 
club by-laws came up. The 
proposed changes to the By-Laws 
will be published in the 
newsletter [Editor's note: the By- 
Laws were published last month 
in the August, 1994 edition of the 
Newsletter]. Some of the 
recommended changes discussed 
were: 


Election year will run from Ist 
December to 30th November; 
with the recommendation of the 
Board an elected official may run 
for another term of office; 
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quorums for the general meeting 
will change from one to twenty- 
five. 


A motion made by Arlene 
Steward, KL7HO, to vote on 
passage of the By-Laws in 
October, when more people are 
present at the meeting, was 
seconded by Richard Mote, 
AL7MO. Motion passed. 


After a break, possible Flea 
Market locations were discussed. 
We are looking for approximately 
10,000 square feet of space. 


The program for the evening was 
given by Mary Lou Brown, 
NM7N, who is the vice-director 
for ARRL's Northwest Division. 
She spoke on the US Congress’ 
proposed amendments to the 
Communications Act of 1934; the 
possible sale of Primary User 
frequencies by the Federal 
Government; Automatic Digital 
Control of HF; Amateur Radio 
license renewals - if changes of 
name or address are requested in 
one year of the expiration date - a 
ten year renewal will be given - 
otherwise, no change except the 
one requested will be given. 


As of May 31, 1994, there will be 
a distinction made on an Amateur 
License between Tech Plus and 
No-Code Tech. 


When Mary Lou asked if we knew 
about HAARP, she got an 
affirmative reply! There was 
some interesting discussion on 
that subject. 


"Why can't we get QST before the 
first of the month?" was the 
question posed by John Murray,

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August Treasurer’s Report

Treasurer's report, August 9, 
1994. The transaction report, 
budget report and balance sheet 
for the month of July were 
distributed at the August Board 
Meeting. Gaming proceeds of 
$5,000 were received from 
Boniface Bingo, Inc. in July. The 
proceeds have been deposited at 
Smith Barney Shearson. No 
activity occurred during July in 
the Life Member account. 


I spoke with Nancy Adams, CPA, 
on August 5th. Nancy has 
committed to having the club's 
1992 taxes completed by August 
15th. Kent Hartzberg of Boniface 
Bingo, Inc., will be preparing the 
club's 1993 tax return. The return 
is due to the IRS by September 
Ist. 


On August 9th, I received a phone 
call from Mr. Tom McCarthy of 
the IRS office in Fairbanks 
regarding Federal Excise taxes on 
pull-tab revenues. The IRS has 
ruled that operators of charitable 
pull tab outlets are subject to 
federal excise taxes based on the 
gross revenue received before 
expenses. The AARC will be 
receiving a letter and _ the 
appropriate forms from‘ the IRS 
stating this ruling has been made 
and asking us to voluntarily 
comply and submit payment. All 
non-profit organizations in Alaska 
have received the same letter. 


Since the excise tax ruling was 
made, six gaming operators and 
the Alaska Charitable Gaming 
Association have filed suit in 
Federal District Court in 
Anchorage seeking an injunction 
against the IRS on the basis that 
the excise tax ruling is in error. 
According to informed sources, the 


IRS case is weak, and their ruling 
is expected to be overturned. 


If the IRS ruling stands, it will 
only apply to non-profit 
organizations using gaming 
operators on a contract basis, and 
will not apply to Boniface Bingo, 
Inc. Prior to mid-year, 1991, the 
AARC was under contract to Pete 
Kramer as the operator of North 
Star Bingo, and it is the 
treasurer's opinion that Mr. 
Kramer as the operator would be 
liable for any excise taxes due. 


The treasurer requests Board 
approval to obtain Legal council if 
necessary to comply with 
whatever comes of this matter. 
Based on information obtained to- 
date, I would estimate the total 
potential liability for 1990-91 to be 
approximately $1,800. Also, the 
AARC may be money ahead to 
voluntarily comply and submit 
payment, as it may improve our 
already less than rosy relationship 
with the IRS. I hope to be able to 
submit a recommendation on the 
matter to the Board in the coming 
months. 


Boniface Bingo, Inc., lost money in 
May and June primarily due to a 
combination of cutthroat 
competition from another bingo 
operation in Anchorage that was 
attempting to undercut the 
market, high lease costs, and 
typical Summer slowdown in 
activity. The operation that was 
undercutting everyone else went 
bankrupt and closed July Ist, and 
our operation immediately 
returned to profitability, with the 
month of July being the best ever. 
The outlook through the Fall of 
this year looks good at this time. 


September, 1994 


The Board of Directors of Boniface 
Bingo met on August Ist to discuss 
alternatives for renewing the 
lease of the Bingo Hall, which 
expires November Ist. Several 
alternatives to the current daily 
leasing arrangement were 
endorsed by the (Bingo) Board, 
and Kent Hartzberg was directed 
to actively pursue these options 
and report back to the (Bingo) 
Board by September Ist. 


The (Bingo) Board feels that our 
current leasing arrangement is 
much too expensive, and a 
potentially better location has 
been found and_ will be 
investigated. If the operation is 
moved to a new location, a 
significant investment in 
additional capital will be required 
from the AARC, and some 
additional financial risk will be 
incurred by the club. There is also 
the potential for a significant 
increase in monthly revenue for 
the club. 


The Boniface Bingo, Inc. Board of 
Directors agreed that the Boards 
of all four non-profit organizations 
will have to approve any decision 
on this matter. 


Alaska gaming regulations do 
allow us to use gaming proceeds to 
finance capital purchases related 
to gaming as long as the total 
expenses do not exceed 50% of our 
net proceeds for the calendar year. 
I would recommend to the AARC 
Board that we prepare for this 
possible action by banking our 
gaming funds until a decision is 
made.
